For jreara the peopk* have been 

complaining about tlu distnietiv'' 
npency of jnitoniol>il( s on I'ubli 
Highways, yet very let tie thouplu 
has liocn given to the fact that 
heavy loads on narrow steel tired 
vehicles do more damage than mo* 
tor vehicles. 

IVactically cviry '>tatc in th< 
Tnion that haw any ro!i<|s has law^ 
regulating the weight that can be 
hauled on certain width of tirea. 
Engineers can design and boild 
roads to wifhsland any loads but 
the cost would be enormous and it 
is e()nsidered more economical to 
build roads to carry reasonable 
loads. Inasmuch as the roads aia 
the peoplea property they ahouM 
not be disposed to destroy their 
own pro|)erty. The 1{)18 .session of 
the Ix'gislature has pa^iscd a law 
which limits the load that can be 
hauled <>n -my kind of v»-hicle It 
is praeti( ally the sanke law that h 
in elTect in all states tliat liav* 
laws on the subj(>ct. No one is le 
(piircd to purchase a new wapon 
but simply to limit the loads haul- 
ed on the wagons they now poeeess.
